CAMPS BOON 
TO IDLE

VANCOUVER, ‘(lP—Britisn Colum- 
bia’s Forest Development Project, a 
program providing winter work for 
single, unemployed men, has closed its 


second season with evidences of in- 
creasing returns in reclamation of men 
as weli as trees. 


Acting under the provincial depart- 
ments of lands and labor, the F. D. P. 
removed 4,000 men of all ages and types 
from the city streets and rebuilt them 
in body and spirit as they in turn re- 
built forests. 

Enrolled in Vancouver, the. men 
worked in 25 camps in forests and in 
beauty spots on the mainland and on 
Vancouver Island. By a system of de- 
ferred payment, they earned enough 
money to last them after leaving the 
camp at the rate of $4 a week until 
the first week in May. Groups of men 
left the camps in rotation as their de- 
ferred pay reached the required 
amount.
